Copy  in  part  of  a  letter  from  the  late  Count  Ferari,  probably  the 
greatest  collector  of  all  ages,  to  his  friend  Raphael  D’Abruzzi  and 
translated  by  him. 

“It  is  that  you  speak  to  me  that  you  are  surprised  that  so  many 
of  my  books  and  coins  are,  as  you  say,  “no  longer  young.”  I  have 
never  thought  much  of  that  thing.  A  book  is  made  to  be  read  and 
a  coin  is  made  to  be  spent.  What  does  it’  matter  if  they  are  no 
longer  “young”  yet  in  good  enough  condition  so  that  they  can  be 
read  and  spent?  If  a  book  is  not  worthy  of  being  read  and  appre¬ 
ciated,  it  is  not  worthy  of  being  collected.  If  a  coin  has  not  been 
sent'  out  to  do  its  duty,  it  loses  its  position  in  my  eyes.  No,  my 
Friend,  I  shall  continue  to  collect  as  I  have  been  doing,  collecting 
books,  first  for  their  rarity,  their  condition  being  a  second  thought, 
and  I  shall  continue  to  collect  coins  in  the  same  manner.  You  may 
continue  to  collect’  your  books  uncut  and  your  coins  as  you  say 
“proof”  but  as  for  me  I  rest  content.  As  for  stamps,  how  do  I 
know  that  a  stamp  is  positively  genuine  unless  it  has  passed  the 
scrutiny  of  the  Post  Office,  and  been  found  so?  As  for  fine  covers 
on  books,  Flut,  they  do  not  indicate  in  the  least  that  the  book  in¬ 
side  them  is  of  any  particular  interest  or  value.”

“Now  a  days  collectors  give  a  bit  too  much  emphasis  to  condi¬ 
tion  in  the  purchasing  of  First  Editions.  Books  it  is  well  to  remem¬ 
ber  are  but  mechanical  incidents,  the  condition  of  which  is  of 
much,  but  not  of  major  importance,  and  books  in  a  “mint”  condi¬ 
tion  should  not  command  fantastically  higher  prices  than  their 
brethren,  in  not  shabby,  but  honestly  read  copies.”  David  Randal 
and  Michael  Papantonio  in  their  review  of  Richard  Curie’s  “Collect¬ 
ing  American  First  Editions.”

When  all  is  said  and  done,  they  are  issued  primarily  for 
the  gain  that  may  be  in  them  for  the  publisher,  who  in  a  great 
many  cases  being  uncertain  of  the  popularity  of  the  book  deter¬ 
mines  to  get  something  out  of  it,  even  if  it  should  prove  to  be  a 
“dud.”  I  personally  collect  First  Editions  for  the  pleasure  of  pos¬ 
sessing  them  and  not'  with  any  idea  of  ultimate  profit,  and  I  be¬ 
lieve  that  when  one  does  otherwise,  the  game  ceases  to  be  a 
sporting  one.”
